The  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  a 
Report  and  submitting  a  Statement  of  Accounts  for 
he  year  ending  31st  December,  1927. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  has  been  well 
maintained  whilst  the  following  figures  testify  as  to 
its  activities  and  usefulness.

The  Committee  records  with  deep  regret  the 

deaths  of  three  who  have  been  closely  associated 
with  the  work  and  development  of  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Postill,  a  son  of  one  of  the  founders, 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  a  Trustee.  He 
took  a  keen  interest  in  all  its  concerns  so  long  as 
health  permitted.  His  name  will  ever  be  gratefully 
associated  with  the  Lloyd  Hospital. 
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Allusion  was  made  in  the  last  Report  to  the 
resignation  through  ill-health  of  Dr.  Kirkland.  The 
news  of  his  death  was  received  with  deep  regret. 

Mr.  R.  T.  Brown  for  over  20  years  faithfully 
discharged  the  duties  of  Dispenser.  He  was  deeply 
attached  to  the  Institution  and  had  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

The  recent  extension  of  the  Hospital  has  of 
necessity  greatly  increased  the  expenses  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution. 


To  meet  this  additional  cost  the  Finance  Corn- 
mi  ccee  made  a  special  effort  to  ensure  a  full  canvass  of 
the  town  for  subscriptions.  The  results  have  proved 
most  satisfying.  Over  fifty  ladies  took  definite  districts 
and  subscriptions  were  collected  from  1,500  subscribers. 
Last  year  the  income  from  this  source  amounted  to 
250.  This  has  been  raised  to  over  £611.  Apart 
from  the  increased  income  the  Committee  welcomes 
the  greatly  increased  interest  invoked. 

Hospital  Sunday  realized  ^"246  15s.  iod.,  as 
against  ^210  ns.  iod.  last  year. 

The  Flag  Day  was  again  favoured  by  fine 
weather  and  the  amount  collected  was  ^274  16s.  3d. 
as  against  ^226  12s.  2d.  the  previous  year.  This 
amount  includes  ^*29  os.  od.  collected  by  Mrs. 
Holmes  Field  and  her  band  of  willing  workers  at 
the  Agricultural  Show,  by  kind  permission  of  the 
Agricultural  Society. 

To  all  who  in  any  way  assisted  in  these  efforts 
the  Committee  tenders  very  grateful  thanks. 
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The  Village  Organisations  alluded  to  in  the 
last  Report  are  producing  excellent  results  and  ex¬ 
tending  the  circle  of  interest. 

Though  the  Financial  Statement  incorporated 
with  this  Report  shows  an  excess  of  expenditure  over 
income  of  £'108  8s.  6d.,  the  Committee  is  confident 
that  the  growing  interest  manifested  in  the  Institution 
will  enable  the  efficiency  and  effectiveness  to  be  main¬ 
tained  unimpaired. 

Tffe  Extension  Fund  Account  shows  that  the 
debit  balance  has  been  reduced  from  ^1,739  16s.  5d. 
to  £  1,078  6s.  6d.  The  special  effort  made  by  Messrs. 
Padgett  and  Usher  (to  whom  thanks  are  expressed) 
realized  ^402  4s.  6d.,  whilst  the  Fund  further  bene- 
fitted  by  the  legacy  of  £*200  received  from  the  Exors. 
of  the  latej  Mr.  Baker. 

The  Committee  tenders  to  the  Med.  cal,  Dental 
and  Nursing  Staffs  very  grateful  thanks  for  the  splendid 
services  they  have  rendered  and  for  their  hearty  and 
loyal  co-operation.

OF  THE 

LLOYD  HOSPITAL 

BRIDLINGTON. 


1.  --The  Lloyd  Hospital  and  General  Dispensary  is 
intended  to  supply  Medical  and  Surgical  Aid  and 
medicine  for  the  sick  poor  residing  within  the  area  of 
the  Bridlington  Union,  who  are  not  in  the  receipt  of 
Poor  Law  Relief,  nor  able  to  pay  for  medical  ad\ice 
and  attendance. 

2.  — Eight  Subscribers  or  Life  Governors  shall  be 
appointed  at  a  General  Meeting  as  Trustees,  to  hold  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Hospital  all  real  and  personal  property 
belonging  to,  and  any  money  given  to  the  Institution. 
In  the  event  of  the  death  or  retirement  of  any  of  the 
Trustees,  the  remainder  may  continue  to  act  until  their 
number  shall  be  reduced  to  three,  when  the  vacancies 
shall  be  filled  up  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

3.  — -The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  General  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
President  and  not  more  than  eighteen  Subscribers,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
Subscribers  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "  The  Annual 
Meeting  ’ ’).  The  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  the  Secretary 
and  the  Honorary  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  such  Committee. 

4. — The  Secretary  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer 
shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

5. — The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  twelve  members,  together  with  the  Honorary 
Dental  Surgeon,  and  any  other  Specialist  officers 
approved  by  the  Medical  Staff. 
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6.  — 'Vacancies  in  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  shall 
be  filled  at  the  Annual  Meeting  fromnames  which  have 
been  approved  by  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and 
recommended  by  the  General  Committee. 

7.  — The  General  Committee  shall  appoint  seven  of 
their  number  as  a  House  Committee  to  carry  out  such 
matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them.  The  Honorary 
Medical  Officer  for  the  month  and  the  Secretary  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  this  Committee. 

8. — Any  casual  vacancy  amongst  the  Officers, 
(except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  6)  may  be  filled  up  by 
the  General  Committee  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  but 
any  person  so  appointed  shall  only  retain  his  or  her  office 
until  the  Annual  Meeting  following  such  appointment. 

9. — The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  not  later 
than  two  months  from  Jan.  1st  in  each  year,  on  such 
day  and  at  such  time  as  the  General  Committee  shall 
appoint,  for  receiving  the  Report  of  the  Committee  and 
the  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year  ;  the  election  of  the 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  transaction  of 
such  other  business  as  may  be  necessary.  At  least 
seven  days’  notice  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be 
posted  at  the  Hospital,  and  such  other  Notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Subscribers  as  the  General  Committee  in 
their  discretion  may  deem  expedient. 

10.  — At  all  Meetings  the  President  (if  present)  shall 
take  the  chair,  and  in  his  absence  the  General  Committee 
shall  elect  a  chairman.  Annual  Subscribers  and  Life 
Governors  shall  be  entitled  to  attendall  General  Meetings. 
Annual  Subscribers  of  ten  shillings  and  upwards,  and 
Life  Governors,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  upon  every 
motion.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  Chairman 
shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

11.  — At  the  Annual  Meeting  twelve  or  more  Ladias 
shall  be  elected  to  act  as  a  Ladies’  Committee  and 
Visitors  to  the  Hospital,  and  they  shall  meet  as  and 
when  required. 
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12.  — -The  financial  year  of  the  Hospital  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  Jan.,  and  all  Subscriptions 
shall  be  paid  yearly  in  advance. 

13.  — An  Annual  Subscriber  of  One  pound,  one 
shilling  is  entitled  to  one  In-patient’s  Ticket  for  two 
weeks,  and  three  Out-patients’  Tickets,  and  so  on  for 
every  additional  subscription  of  One  pound,  one  shilling 
and  an  Annual  Subscriber  of  Ten  shillings  is  entitled  to 
three  Out-patients’  Tickets. 

14.  — Donors  of  Ten  pounds  and  upwards  in  one  sum 
shall  be  elected  as  Life  Governors,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  privileges  as  Annual  Subscribers  of  One 
pound  one  shilling. 

15.  — A  Congregation,  Association,  or  Society 
contributing  in  aid  of  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital  shall 
be  entitled  through  its  Minister  or  Representative  to  all 
the  privileges  of  a  Subscriber  of  a  similar  amount. 

16.  — Each  In-patient  shall  produce  a  Subscriber’s 
Ticket  and  pay  in  advance  the  sum  of  Five  shillings 
per  week  during  the  time  of  residence  in  the  Hospital. 
A  Patient  may,  however,  be  admitted  without  a 
Subscriber’s  Ticket  on  payment  in  advance  of  One 
pound,  five  shillings  per  week,  or  Five  shillings  per  day. 

1 7.  — Each  Out-patient  shall  produce  a  Subscriber’s 
Out-patient  Ticket  and  pay  One  shilling  on  first  attend¬ 
ing  at  the  Dispensary. 

18.  — Cases  of  accident,  or  cases  requiring  immediate 
attention,  may  be  admitted  by  the  Matron  without 
Tickets  of  Recommendation,  but  the  necessary  Tickets 
shall  be  procured  within  seven  days  thereof  or  payment 
be  made  as  provided  in  Rule  16. 

19.  — Persons  in  receipt  of  National  Insurance  Sick 
Benefit  shall  be  admitted  on  presentation  of  a 
Subscriber’s  Ticket,  and  also  upon  he  or  she  agreeing 
to  an  allotment  to  the  Hospital  of  two-thirds  of  the 
patient’s  Sick  Benefit.  Failing  the  production  of  a 
Subscriber’s  Ticket,  the  charge  shall  be  One  Pound  five 
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shillings  per  week,  or  Five  shillings  per  clay,  payable  in 
advance,  for  males  or  females. 

20. — No  In-patient  shall  remain  in  the  Hospital  for 
a  longer  period  than  four  weeks,  and  no  Out-patient 
shall  attend  for  more  than  two  weeks,  without  obtaining 
another  Ticket. 

21. — Any  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
may  send  a  Private  patient  to  the  Hospital  at  a  charge 
of  Four  guineas  per  w7eek  for  an  adult,  and 
Two  guineas  per  week  for  a  child  together  with  one 
guinea  for  use  of  operating  theatre.  Notice,  however, 
shall  be  given  to  the  Matron  before  the  patient  is 
brought  in,  and  such  admission  shall  be  permitted 
provided  it  does  not  exclude  any  sick  poor  from  the 
benefits  of  the  Hospital. 

22.  — Sailors  belonging  to  other  Ports,  suffering  from 
accident  or  urgent  sickness,  may  be  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  by  the  House  Committee, .  without  a  Ticket, 
at  a  charge  of  One  pound  five  shillings  per  week,  or 
Five  shillings  per  day. 

23.  — No  one  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  who  is 
suffering  from  infectious  or  incurable  chronic  disease,  or 
who  is  of  unsound  mind,  or  subject  to  epilepsy,  or 
likely  to  prove  offensive  to  other  patients.  Women 
advanced  in  pregnancy  shall  not  be  admissible,  nor 
children  under  two  years  of  age,  except  in  cases  requiring 
surgical  operation  and  residence  in  the  house. 

24.  — In  consideration  of  the  balance  of  the  Funds 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  *  Sea  Gull  ’  Lifeboat  Committee, 
when  that  boat  vras  wrecked  in  1898,  being  handed  over 
to  this  Hospital : — Any  Seaman  belonging  to  this  Port, 
who  may  be  accidentally  injured  wrhen  in  pursuit  of  his 
calling,  shall  be  eligible  for  Free  Admission  to  this 
Hospital. 

25.  — The  benefits  of  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  General  Committee,  in 
special  cases  be  extended  to  persons  beyond  the  area 
of  the  Bridlington  Union,  on  presentation  of  Subscriber’s 
Ticket,  together  with  a  Medical  Certificate.  These 
Tickets  shall  be  sent  to  the  Matron,  who  will  give  notice 
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when  the  patient  can  be  received.  Such  patient  shall 
pay  One  pound  five  shillings  per  week,  or  Five  shillings 
per  day. 

26.  — The  General  Committee,  notwithstanding  any 
Rule  to  the  contrary,  are  empowered  to  increase  or 
reduce  the  charges  for  patients  attending  at  or  being  in 
the  Hospital,  if  in  their  opinion,  the  circumstances  at 
the  time  of  alteration  warrant  an  increase  or  reduction. 

27.  — The  General  Committee  are  empowered  from 
time  to  time  to  frame  and  alter  the  House  Rules. 

28.  — These  Rules  may  be  added  to,  repealed,  or 
amended,  by  Resolution  at  any  Annual  or  Special 
General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  provided  that  no  such 
Resolution  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  passed  unless 
it  be  carried  by  a  majority  of  Subscribers  present  at  the 
Meeting  and  voting  thereon.  No  alteration  shall  be 
made  except  at  least  fourteen  days  shall  have  elapsed 
from  the  time  when  the  Secretary  shall  receive  notice 
of  the  intention  to  make  such  alteration. 

The  above  Rules  were  duly  approved  and  adopted 
at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers 
held  on  Tuesday ,  the  11th  day  of  July ,  1916 , 
and  amended  on  December  11th,  1917,  and  10th 
August,  1920.

HOUSE  RULES. 


Compiled  by  the  General  Committee  under  the  provisions 

of  Rule  27. 


1. — The  Male  patients  shall  not  go  into  the  Wards 
appropriated  to  the  Females,  nor  the  Females  into  those 
appropriated  to  the  Males. 
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2.  — In-patients  who  shall  be  able  to  work  may,  with 
the  permission  of  their  Medical  Officer,  assist  in  such 
employment  as  the  Matron  may  require. 

3.  — No  In-patients  shall  leave  their  Beds  or  Wards 
or  absent  themselves  from  the  Hospital  without  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Medical  Officer  or  Matron. 

4.  — Weekly  payments  due  from  In-patients  must 
be  made  to  the  Matron  in  advance  on  the  day  of 
admission  and  on  the  corresponding  day  in  each  week- 
during  treatment. 

5.  — Out-patients  shall  provide  themselves  with  such 
bottles,  gallipots,  etc.,  as  may  be  required. 

6.  — Articles  of  food,  or  drink,  which  are  brought 
into  the  Hospital  shall  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  the 
Matron,  and  no  patient  shall  partake  of  such  articles 
without  the  permission  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  the 
Matron. 

7.  — Any  patient  not  conforming  to  the  Rules  may 
be  expelled  by  the  Committee,  and  no  patient  who  shall 
have  been  expelled  for  disorderly  behaviour  shall  be 
re-admissible  except  by  order  of  the  Committee,  or  in 
case  of  great  emergency. 

8.  — The  Regular  Visiting  Rays  shall  be  Sundays, 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  between  the  hours  of  2 
and  4  p.m.  Not  more  than  two  Visitors  shall  be 
admitted  for  one  patient  on  the  same  day.  In  urgent 
cases  Visitors  may  be  admitted  at  other  times  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge.
